At Least the Russians Know Our Feelings 


This country has joined with Great 
Britain and France to accuse Generalis- 
simo Josef Stalin of breaking his pledged 
word to settle the Berlin crisis. And 
Great Britain’s Foreign Sec. Ernest Bevin 
has said flatly that if war came Russia 
must bear the full onus of its coming. 

At the same time the United States 
Department of State issued a “white pa- 
per” (diplomatic phrase for a background 
report) in which every step of this coun- 
try’s deliberations with Russia is re- 
vealed. It charges that the Russians will 
agree, in principle, and then refuse to 
agree on any of the “pick and shovel” 
work necessary to the settlements. 

All this is to the good. 

While the immediate reaction is one 
of fear and uncertainty, we certainly may 
know that the two separate attacks, one 
from Paris and one from Washington, 
will be heard everywhere by the peoples 
of the world, save in Russia itself. 

If the matter does go before the United 
Nations, the Western countries will be 
outvoted in any controversy not widely 
advertised and with all the facts well 


established. But, so plainly have the Ber- 
lin facts been publicized that the Russians 
privately must be concerned with world 
opinion. 

It is likely they are acting as they are 
to influence the November election. For 
some reason the opinion persists in Russia 
that we will get out of Berlin if the Re- 
publicans win. For that reason, our Gov- 
ernment is taking special care to see to 
it that Candidate Thomas Dewey as well 
as President-Candidate Harry Truman is 
receiving full information on the day-to- 
day progress of our foreign affairs. 


It is highly important to our own fu- 
ture and the chances for world peace that 
both major parties continue to present a 
united front on foreign policy with re- 
spect to dealings with the Soviet. Union. 


For the moment, at least, we have 
shown a power to deal in words with as 
much vitality as the Russians themselves. 
One thing is sure: The situation cannot 
worsen, short of war, and these firm po- 
sitions of today may result in a change 
for the better after Nov. 2, if not before.

Polls Indicate Truman Is Gaining 


WASHINGTON—President Truman, a man with more ups and downs in popular favor than any 
Chief Executive ever to sit in the White House, is again coming up in the polls. 


The latest figures of Dr. Gallup, the eminent 
pollster, show that Mr. Truman has reduced the 
margin between him and Gov. Dewey consider- 
ably since early Summer. In June at about 
the time of the Republican nominating conven- 
tiog the poll of the American Institute of Pub- 
lic Opinion iisted the New York Governor as the 
favorite of 49 percent of the voters. Mr. Truman, 
with only 38 percent, lagged 11 percentage points 
pehind. 


Today the Institute finds that the Dewey fig- 
ure has been reduced to 461% percent, while the 
President’s support has climbed from a low of 
37 percent in August to 39 percent, not count- 
ing a two percent which is credited to the Dixie- 
crai ticket representing votes which normally 
may be added to the Democratic total. 

If the Dixiecrats do not poll any more votes 
than that, their ticket of Thurmond and Wright 
will play a negligible part in the November 
election. Must of them will come from Demo- 


cratic strongholds of the South, where the de- | 


fection of so few voters could hardly affect the 
ultimate outcome. 


For purposes of establishing a national bal- 
ance, therefore, the two percent of voters found 
favorable to the Dixiecrat ticket may well be 
added to the President’s total, which in that case 
comes (to a current 41 percent, or only 51% percent 
short of the Dewey strength. The rest is divided 
between the Wallace third party candidacy, 
which is given 34 percent, and those who are 
undecided, representing nine percent. 


It is to be noted also that the Crossley poll, 
another leading public sentiment survey, gives 
Gov. Dewey an advantage of only 51 percent over 
the combined opposition of President Truman 
and the secondary candidates. 


But what is interesting about the Gallup poll 
is that it indicates Mr. Truman is again on one 
of his periodic upsurges in popular favor. It 
tends to show that the trend against him has 
stopped and he is now gaining strength at the 
expense of both Dewey and Wallace, who has 
lost 2% percentage points since June. 


Another recent poll by the Institute in Cali- 
fornia bears out the trend. There it was shown 
Mr. Truman has gained six percent as compared 


to early September. 


All of the present figures, it should be borne 


in mind, are based upon a survey taken before | 
the President started out on his current Western | 


campaign tour, or before his major campaign 
effort actively got under way. 

If he is’able to maintain the trend that ap- 
pears to have started in his direction, Mr. Tru-. 
man may ye close the gap between him and 
Gov. Dewey enough to make a horse race out 


of the contest, though most observers still think | 


trat is unlikely. 

By any calculation, the President, if he is 
to be conceded any chance to win, must start 
with a nucleus of the South and the border 
states of Maryland, West Virginia, Kentucky 
and Oklahoma plus his home state of Missouri. 


| These states have a combined electoral vote of 


171, or 95 short of the 266 majority. Ordinarily 
ell of them are to be counted in the Democratic 
column, unless there is a GOP sweep. 


Prospects seem to be favorable at the present 
time for the Truman-Barkley ticket to pick up 
another block of 23 votes in the states of Ari- 
zona (4), New Mexico (4), Nevada (3), Mon- 
lana (4), Utah (4) and Rhode Island (4). These 
are states which have been pretty consistently 
Democratic for the past 15*or 20 years. 


Mr. Truman, even with all those states, would 


etill be 72 votes short of a majority in the elec- 


toral college. He would have to get these from 
states like California, with 25 votes; Illinois, 28; 
Michigan, 19; Massachusetts, 
eight; Delaware, three; Colorado, six, and Wash- 
ington, eight. There is a total of 113 electoral 
votes in this block of states. 


The door appears to be pretty much closed 
to the Democrats elsewhere. It shows what the 
President is up against even under the most fa- 
vorable outlook that can be seen. He conceiv- 
ably could win. But he will have to prove him- 
self a miracle man to do so,

Russian Unreason?

There are, scattered here and there on my | 


book shelves, various volumes published around 

1942, °43 and °44, dealing with the anticipated 
reactions and developments of the world, or of Europe, after the 
war, then raging, came to its end. 


Recently I have been glancing oer a number of these volumes | 


and have found them very interesting, in one particular respect. 
That is, few of the authors were good prophets. 


All of them pictured a postwar world in terrible economic 
condition, with millions upon millions of hungry people wander- 
ing over the face of Europe. They foresaw drastic changes -in the 
forms of government in many countries and they were remarkably 
accurate in depicting the war crimes trials of leading Nazis and 
in some other comparatively minor aspects of the postwar hap- 
penings. 

But they all apparently stumbled over one factor. That is, 
Soviet Russia. None of them foresaw the unreasonableness of the 
Soviet in its dealings with its former Allies. Rare was the author, 
then, who realistically wrote of the ideological clash which now 
presents a new threat to the peace of the world. 

It seems to have been simply beyond understanding of Western 


minds, the deliberate adoption of unreason, of stupidity, of diplo- | 
matic contrariness which is the pattern of Soviet dealings with the | 


rest of the world. 


Childish 


The Soviet reaction to every problem, to every situa- 
tion, great or small, always reminds of a quarrelsome 


child. You’ve known such children, who seem to argue and quarrel, | 


without the slightest basis of reason, but just for the sake of irri- 
tating others. The Russian leaders seem to enjoy similar provok- 
ing antics, with no object other than to irritate others until they 
eventually lose their tempers and slap at the hateful little torment 


in the same way they'd slap at a mosquito which kept buzzing 


around their heads. 

No matter what the Western powers propose, no matter how 
logical, fair and reasonable it may be, the peevish Russian reply 
comes back, “No!” With an implied, at least, “Yah! Yah!” added. 


The Russians begin artillery maneuvers and practice along 
the: air corridor into Berlin, to the immediate danger of American 
and British air crews flying supplies into that sad city. So the 
Russian authorities notify of this dangerous proposal, but not until 
an hour or two after the firing has begun. 

Deliberate, childish provocation, it seems to be. 

The Russian people are, probably, good folks on the wnole. But 
those who have seized leadership of the vast Soviet realm appear 
to be doing their best to provoke the World into new insanity. 

And who could have foreseen such Russian cantankerousness, 
during the days when they were invaluable Allies in the fight 
against Nazi Germany? Certainly not the pundits who put their 
wisdom into the published books of prophecy of four of five years 
ago.

| Virginia Plan 


Editor Constitution: The letter signed “North- 
sider” which appeared in The Constitution Thurs- 
day morning seems to me to deserve an answer. 

The citizens of Atlanta not only pay 100% 
of city taxes, but in addition, pay approximately 
85% of county taxes, for which they receive ab- 
solutely no services in return. The millions of 
dollars which Atlantans pay every year in county 
taxes is used to maintain “makeshift” services 
.o the North Side, such as the Buckhead Fire De- 
partment and two other county stations, plus 
whatever police and garbage service the county 
renders the area. 

A simple investigation of tax figures will 
show that Atlanta, through its payment of coun- 
ty taxes, has practically subsidized service to the 
North Side and other areas of the county. It 
might be here noted that without Atlanta taxes 
there would probably be no County Fire De- 
partment, meager as it is; Police Department or 
garbage service. 

In addition to paying millions for the services 
rendered the North Side and other county areas, 
Atlanta also sends its own fire department out- 
side the city limits when its help is requested. 


The city fire department answers hundreds of 
calls annually to battle fires beyond the city 
limits. The City of Atlanta also furnishes free 
of charge all water which is used in fighting 
these fires. It would be interesting to see how 
many times the ceunty answers calls inside At- 
lanta, although it is the tax money of city resi- 
dents which maintains it. 

Personally, I believe that this inequitable tax 
situation could be best remedied through the 
adoption of the Virginia Plan, whereby the 
county is eliminated from any jurisdiction within 
the city limits, and city residents are freed from 
any and all county taxation. In this way the city 
would be liberated from the monstrous injustice 
of paying county taxes and the county would 
resume the duties for which it was intended— 
the governing of rural areas. The Virginia Plan 
also provides for annexation to the city of all 
possible unincorporated areas, and the citizens 
of the North Side would probably then be will- 
ing, in greater measure than in the past, to be- 
come part of Atlanta. Annexation, therefore, is 
a step toward the realization of the Virginia 
Plan, which would provide realistic, efficient and 
effective one-government for the entire urban 
area.

: Stamp Collectors Are Having a Heyday 


WASHINGTON—You never know these days, when you buy a’ three-cent stamp, what you’re 
going to get. The poor old, overworked Post @ffice at the moment has 30 different varieties of 
three-centers on sale, of all shapes, colors and sizes, honoring such things as the discovery of gold, 
chickens, the statehood of Wisconsin, our friendship for Canada, youth’(in a general way), and the 


Palomar telescope. 

Next week goes on sale still another, which 
will indicate how deeply our Government cher- 
ishes America’s volunteer firemen. Thereafter 
for two months there will be a new postage 
stamp every week, except for one week in No- 
vember when there will be two. 

Congress seemed to have worked overtime 
this year passing laws ordering new postage 
stamps and the Postmaster General is in a spot. 
Those stamps already off the presses and those 
still being designed for printing this year total 
29. This is astounding. It also is a racket being 
perpetrated againgg stamp collectors by a re- 
luctant Uncle Sam. 


There is nobody loved by the Postmaster 
General so much as a stamp collector. This 
is the fellow who buys a sheet of stamps, 
pastes ‘em in his album, forgets ’em, and 
gives the Government a clear profit on the 
whole works. 


“But it looks like we are about to kill the 
goose that lays the golden eggs,” reported a top 
Post Office official, who said he’d prefer not 
naving his name printed on penalty of being 
scalped by philatelic Congressmen. “Stamp col- 
lectors can absorb only so many new stamps. 
And when you get too many issues, none of 
them are worth collecting.” 7 

This hasn't come to pass yet and as of this 
moment the special issue stamp department has 
a sweet little business. It doesn’t cost much to 
engrave a new postage stamp, and when it goes 
on sale for a day in a single city—usually the 
sponsoring Congressman’s home town—the only 
added expense is the hiring of 50 extra workers 
in the Post Office there for about a week. This

usually costs about $5,000. And then, whooie!

Take the Francis Scott Key stamp which re- 
cently went on sale for a day in Frederick, Md. 
The postmaster there handled 505,930 special 
envelopes and, in addition, sold 1,010,500 indi- 
vidual stamps for a net profit of about $25,000. 

“And don’t forget,” said my Post Office ex- 
pert, “that there are 12,000,000 stamp collectors 
in America. Many of them wrote in later to 


~ buy a few more of these stamps for themselves.”

Bubblehead's Yankee Stadium Rally 


NEW YORK—The rally of the Communists at the Yankee Stadium on the night of Sept. 10 was 
the official beginning of the presidential campaign of bubblehead Wallace in the State of New 
York. The entire folly curled up and died just eleven days later when El Stupo got up at a dinner 
at the Commodore Hotel and announced that he and Mrs. Wallace were planning to be “just plain 


bourgeois” after election day. 

The Wallace episode of 1948 has been amus- 
ing and frightening, both. But on the profit side 
we find the fact firmly established at last that 
in 1940 Franklin D. Roosevelt and the sordid 
gang of political bums around him knowingly 
exposed the t:ustful people of the United States 
to the risk of incurring by his death a Presi- 
dent who had secretly mingled with a danger- 
ous cult of adventurers in black magic, dream- 
stuff and cosmic confusion. Until about 18 months 
ago, all the survivors of this bad crowd of 
common selfish professionals and treacherous 
schemers in Roosevelt’s circle were able to keep 
this truth quiet. But Charlie Michelson, the 
press agent for the Democratic Party, in his 
memoirs couldn’t resist the temptation to ridi- 
cule both Wallace and Harry Hopkins. He had 
been jealous of Hopkins and took occasion to 
deride Hopkins’ alarm over the private circu- 
lation of the goofy guru letters in 1940. He said 
they were of doubtful authenticity but he knew 
there was absolutely no doubt as to whether or 
not they were authentic, and he knew that 
Hopkins had good reason to be jumpy. 

In failing to publish the information Michel- 
son died loyal to an evil political force which 
may yet prove to have destroyed the integrity 
of the United States. We don’t know yet whether 
the cement has crumbled. The same accusation of 
prior loyalty to Roosevelt’s party lies against 
all the famous men and women, official and un- 
official, some of them posing as silent wise 
guys and elders of the nation, who knew of this 
terrible situation but kept quiet. If all the evi- 
dence against Henry Wallace is true, and I am 
prepared to prove that most of it is, these people 
had a patriotic duty to dare the wrath of Roose- 
velt and warn the voters. 


It was the worst default of civic and pa- 
triotic duty in the history of the United 
States. History will take note of the episode 
but perhaps without sufficient abhorrence 
of the conduct of these people, apparently 
at least a hundred of them. The soldier little 
notes nor long remembers the shell that 
didn’t hit him. ‘ 


Although Wallace speaks of building a “par- 
ty” around himself for 1952, the danger from 
him expired after the four final years when 
the vain Roosevelt was hurrying to his doom. 
The danger ended in the 1944 convention. Wal- 
lace will not be useful even to the Communists 
in 1952. He is a sucked egg. 

Rebecca West, the English writer, took a 
ehance that American journalists avoided when 
she described the ugly people who formed the 
Wallace crowd at his “convention” in Phila- 
delphia. I have no idea whether she is a beauty 
or less than such. But, however that may be, 
she was courageous and correct, The retorts that 
beauty is only skin-deep and that Miss West 
ain’t no orchid had nothing to do with the fact 
that there was in this reckless, wanton, licen- 
tious mob of unsightly European continental 
slum creatures, and parroting bumptious Ameri- 
can Negroes, these cuddling, neurotic wayward 
Américan campus girls, a loathesome mass per- 
sonality. So-many of the white or sallow broth- 


ers and sisters were so distinctly European, their 
conduct so reminiscent of political wolf packs 
in the streets of European cities before Fascism, 
that one wondered whether Wallace was craft- 
ily trying to foment riots. . 


Such was the character of many of the 
crowd at his rally in the Yankee Stadium. 
A large proportion of these nasty juvenile 
delinquents were not voters at all. Wallace, 
a most moral fellow, may shrug off personal 
responsibility for the mischief obviously in 
the making among these bad young girls 
and men. It was the dirtiest crowd that 
ever befouled the Yankee Stadium. The 
management had exacted *$6,000 for ex- 
penses in addition te $10,000 rent. Cleaning 
up the filth, chiefly millions of fragments 
of torn newspaper, cost all of the $6,000. 


The final turnstile count was only 38,085 
admissions at from 50 cents to $3.60, but even 
that shrunken figure is not trustworthy. The 
show had been rained out once dnd as the 
crowd gathered again the loudspeakers were 
informing all who had been disappointed the 
night before that they would be admitted even 
if they had forgotten or lost their stubs. Tickets 
were given away freely. Wallace’s party may 
have paid the Government tax on paid admis- 
sions, taking a loss on free tickets so as to run 
up a deceptive appearance of a great gate. Traf- 
fic at the actual ticket windows was very small. 


Like any promoter running a prizefight, 
Wallace withheld his main event, himself, 
in his dressing room’ from 9:30 until 11 
while the collectors hustled the crowd for 
contributions. Many of the check contribu- 
tions could have been faked, of course.

The revealing episode was at 
Denver where, in an off-the-cuff 
luncheon speech to the Trumah- 
Barkley Club, he spoke publicly 
for the first time of the attempt 
within him to defeat himself 
for renomination, and then went 
on to tell what a tremendous 


task was thrust upon him when 
he suddenly was catapulted into | 
the Presidency. He then said that 
because of dissension in his own | 
party and the Republican Par- | 
ty and of what happened in Con- 
gress and the 1936 elections “it 
is hard to understand how we 
could continue to make the Gov- 
ernment run.” 


That conclusion, a patent exag- 
geration of the situation in Wash- 
ington, overemphasized the diffi- 
culty of the problem and, coupled 
with his boast immediately after- 
ward that “it did run” neverthe- 
less, exemplifies the self-pity for 
the treatment he is getting now. 

“You know,” he said at Denver, 
“back' in April of this year, they 
had your President out in the At- 
lantic ocean, so far as politics were 
concerned. And, in May, we heard 
people deciding that it would be! 
best for the country if certain oth- 
er persons, many of whom you 
have in mind, could be named to 


head the Democratic ticket. 


“And then, along in July, aft- | 
er the Republicans had had a. 
convention and written a plat- 
form—which, in my opinion, is 
the most hypocritical document 
that has been put into writing— 
people began to understand that 
for three long years the Presi- 
dent of the United States had 
succeeded to an almost impossi- 
ble situation.” 


He went on to tell about the dif-

Miss Husted’s soft approach seconded the theory being ad- 
vanced more and more often recently ... that kitchens have be- 
come laboratories where, ideally, white-uniformed women work 
doggedly, amid flour and lard and calories and vitamins and min- 
ee their families disport themselves elsewhere in the 

usehold. 


Fans carry off whatever seductive odors may come from their 
labors, and the cheery sound of banging pots and pans is cut off 
from anticipation by good, thick insulation. 


In short, the woman cooking the family meal is an outcast, 
and is apt to find herself feeling very sorry for herself indeed. 


There is a trend toward the pine-parielled, informal 
kitchen, where the youngsters can study or play games, the 
father can read his newspaper, and the family cat can curl 
up in front of a little Dutch fireplace. It would do a lot 
for the word “housewife.” 


J. H. Sawyer, of Chicago, guiding spirit of the Newspaper Food 
Editors Conference, said that 24,000,000 families read the news- 
Papers represented by the more than 100 food writers convened 
at the Waldorf for a week. 


Claudius Philippe, director of food at the hotel, whose wife is 
# home economist, praised the food editors for the part they had 
played in weaning the American man from a traditional luncheon 
of chicken, peas, and apple pie with cheese. 


“The tastes of the American public,” said Philippe, who re- 
placed the retired Oscar of the Waldorf, “are improving every 
day.

The Waldorf, bent on proving itself the “Tiffany” of the hotel 
business, invited the editors on a tour of its cavernous lower-level 
kitchens, where 1,000,000 meals are served daily. There, amid hang- 
ings of gleaming copper pots and pans and signs reading “Petit 
Fours” and “Alaska Scuffle,” the cookery ladies breakfasted on 
champagne and something called Lorraine kuiche. It tasted like 
a cheese custard seasoned with onions, and it ‘did credit to its 
name. ;

We'll start with the gluteus 
maximus muscle, the one we sit 
on. What would happen if we 
lost the use of this muscle? Sit- 
ting could go on as usual, for 
that is not active exercise, and 
we could walk along normally. 
But stair climbing or going up 
hills would cause extreme fa- 
tigue, and running, jumping and 
dancing would be exhausting. 
So run in place, or take the stair- 
steps two at a time. 


And that’s our angle on calig- 
thenics. The big hip muscle is 
not called into vigorous action 
until the leg is flexed at the hip 
to an angle of more than 45 de 
grees, or moved against strong 
resistance. 

Using this science of muscle 
action, let’s work out a few 
hip-slimming exercises. ... 


Position: Lying on left side on 
floor, legs straight down, place 
palm of right hand firmly on the 
back of the hip. 


Movement: Swing right leg 
slightly forward to get up mo- 
mentum, then slowly and forci- 
bly swing leg back, resisting 
strongly with the arm and hand 
muscles. This puts the force of 
the action through the bulky hip 
muscle. Repeat slowly, six 
times, change sides and continue 


Now to remove the excess 


with the opposite leg. Later 
work up to 12 counts or more, 
but change sides after each six 
swings. 

Here’s another scientific hip 
slimmer... . 

Position: Resting on hands and 
knees. 

Movement: Bring right knee 
forward, then straighten the 
right leg, bringing it back and 
up, raising the leg directly back- 
ward so the pull will be smack 
through the big hip muscle, Flex 
knee again and repeat six times; 
then perform with the left leg. 


To make this exercise more 
rugged, grasp the right ankle 
with right hand, pull the leg 
back and up to a right angle, 
parallel with the floor. Again 
raise the leg directly backward 
to center the action. Four times 
... that streamliner is not for 
softies.

Remove from 
heat; add lime juice and grated 
lime rind. Pour into 9-inch ‘pie 
plate lined with vanilla wafers 
or crumb crust; arrange halved 
wafers around edge. Top with 
meringue. Bake in moderate 
oven (375 degrees F.) 15 min- 
utes. Cool. Garnish with mint. 
Yield: one 9-inch pie. To make 
meringue: Beat three egg whites 
until stiff, but not dry; gradu- 
ally beat in six tablespoons su- 
gar.
